Commissioner Pinchot Deplores 
Devastation of Great 
Forests. 


Gifford Pinchot, State Commission­ 
er of Forestry, told 
the editors as­ 
sembled in Harrisburg this week that 
paper was next to food, clothing and 
shelter in the necessities of life. 
He 
declared the devastation of forests 
was the cause of the “exorbitant and 
steadily increasing prices of paper”. 
“ If 
we should 
begin 
to use our 
farms,” said the chief 
forester, “in 
such away that 
after 
producing 
a 
single crop they would become 
bar­ 
ren and unproductive, the whole com­ 
munity would rise in protest against 
this unthinkable embargo 
on 
pro­ 
duction. 
Yft, that is precisely what 
we are doing with our forests.” 
Referring to the 5,000,000 devas­ 
tated areas in Pennsylvania and 
the 
100,000,000 acres 
in 
this 
country 
which were once productive, hut have 
been removed from 
the productive 
class by fires and destructive 
cut­ 
ting, he said: 
“The law will not let 
you bum down your house; 
it should 
not let you burn down your forests. 
Only when the nation at large takes 
hold of this question and 
prevents 
forest devastation 
by Federal 
la^ 
will this senseless drain be stopped.” 
The chief forester said the forests 
of this country must produce the wood 
for paper and other purposes. 
Any 
relief, he declared, 
would 
be 
tem­ 
porary, because there are no longer 
any great body of forests to draw on 
when the resources of this 
country 
are gone.
